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US. already talking | 


of ‘broader peace’ —

WASHINGTON. — At President 

Ronald Reagan's request, Secretary 

of State George Shultz yesterday 

opened consultations with the 

Senate Republican leadership on 
, Tesolving the broader Palestinian 
* question once the crisis in West 
- Beirut is concluded. 

The State Department, in making 
this announcement yesterday, said 
Shultz was asked by the president to 
“seek the views of members of 
Congress" on the proper U.S. 
policy for moving ahead on the 
Palestinian question. Over the 
weekend, Reagan convened his 
senior foreign-policy advisers at 
Camp David to focus on the 
broader Arab-Israeli conflict. 

U.S. officials denied that 
Washington already. has a new 
strategy for the peace negotiations. 
They insisted the administration 
was simply reviewing all sorts of op- 
tions, 

State Department spokesman 
Alan Romberg told reporters: 
“We're looking ahead to what may 
be done on the broader issues.” He 
called those discussions “urgent.” 

Shultz met Senate majority leader 
Howard Baker of Tennessee, 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee chairman Charles Percy and 

Ie other Republican leaders. 
After the closed-door meeting, 
λ Percy said that special U.S. envoy 
. Philip Habib was very close to com- 
. pleting the final details of an agree- 
ment to remove the PLO from West 
Beirut. 
Romberg said, ‘reading from a 
+ prepared statement: “We believe 


that most of the outstanding issues 


in the negotiations have been 
resolved." * 

Asked. whether the deal might be 
concluded this week, Romberg 
simply replied: “That would be 
nice, but I can't ‘préedictit.” . 

US. officials familisr with the 
Habib negotiations said Israel, 
despite earlier misgivings, had 
agreed to allow the French con- 
tingent to enter the city first. The 
Americans and the Italians: would 
join later. ᾿ . 

The U.S. officials said Habib was 
in the process of resolving the stick- 
ing points: the return to Israel of a 
captured pilot and the remains of 
soldiers killed during the 1978 
Litani operation, and a suitable 
verification procedure whereby 
Israel would be as certain as possi- 
ble that all of the PLO terrorists 
would be removed from West 
Beirut. z 

(A knowledgeable source in Tel 
Aviv told The Jerusalem Post \ast 
night that Sharon in fact had not 
asked for a meeting with U.S. of- 
ficials. The source said’ that Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin had sug- 
gested in a meeting with Sharon and 
with Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir that Sharon might go to 
Washington because the Habib mis- 
sion seemed to have bogged down. 
At that point, however, it was 
learned that Habib was on his way 
to Jerusalem, and so the idea was 
dropped, the source said.) -

IDF again bars UNIFIL 
from crossing border

The Israel Defence Forces closed 

the Israel-Lebanon crossing point at 

* Rosh Hanikra to all military and 
civilian personnel working for 
UNIFIL in Nakoura yesterday-at I 
p.m. — in the second such surprise 
action this month. 

The civilians, who live in 
Nahariya and have to commute to 
Nakoura each day, began bedding 

_ down for the night, using every 
available bit of floor space. 

The IDF spokesman told The 
Jerusalem Post \ast night that he had 
had no knowedge of the closure un- 
til journalists began phoning to get 
chis explanation. Later last night he 

Said that the closure had been for 
“security reasons,” and the border 
jwould be reopened around mid- 
night. 

H The first time this happened, the 
IDF said it was all a misunder- 
standing. ἃ 

The IDF gave no explanations 
yesterday in response to UNIFIL's 
tepeated questions about the cause 
of the abrupt closure. IDF liaison 
officers told UNIFIL they did not 
know the reason. 

* UNIFIL spokesman Timor 
Goksel telexed The Jerusalem Post 
‘rom Nakoura headquarters that he 


did not see any connection with the 
fact that the mandate of the force 
ends the day after tomorrow and 
that the UN Security Council was 
likely to debate a motion to extend 
its mandate for another two months. 


Goksel.‘said: “Honestly, we have’ 


not been able to come up with a 
logical explanation.” 

One source with long experience 
of Israel-UN relations pointed to re- 
cent hostility in the local press, ap- 
parently inspired-by Israeli military 
sources, and suggested that the 
border closure was another attempt 
at petty harassment designed to 
make the lives of UNIFIL staffers 
miserable. This source suggested 
that perhaps the authorities that 
ordered the border closure believed 
the harassment would help prevent 
the renewal of the UNIFIL man- 
date on Thursday. : 

One IDF officer in the north said, 
in total contradiction to the 
UNIFIL bulletin, that UNIFIL 
could move from Lebanon to Israel 
but not from Israel to Lebanon. 


According to one report, four 
UNIFIL trucks travelling 
northwards from the UNIFIL area 
were halted at an IDF roadblock 
near Rashidiye earlier this week.

Begin’s state visit to Zaire - 


is postponed for second time

. Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
will not be able to make his planned 
state visit to Zaire later this month, 
The Jerusalem Post has learned. 
Problems associated with the PLO 
evacuation from Beirut are keeping 
Begin tied down in Israel. He has 
suggested ἃ date in mid-October for 
the visit. 

The visit was postponed for the 
first time at the beginning of 
August, when President Mobuti 
Sese Seko was delayed in 
Switzerland where he was undergo- 
ing medical tests. Israel suggested a 
date between August 16 and 24, and 
got tentative agreement from the 
Zaire authorities. 


But the Prime Minister's Office 
has now decided that August 16-24 
is not practicable. 

Also in mid-October, Israel ex- 
pects to put out feclers to five or six 
other African states concerning the 
Testoration of diplomatic ties. This 
is on the assumption that the echoes 
of the Beirut siege will have died 
down by then, and negotiations will 
have started with Syria concerning 
the removal of all_foreign forces 
from Lebanon. 

Israel was in contact with those 
countries before Operation Peace 
for Galilee started on June 6, but 
the fighting gave the African leaders 
an excuse to call the contacts off.- 

The contacts had been es- 
tablished in Europe at top level.

Quiet continues in Beirut

The terrorists opened up from an 
area identified by the Israel 
Defence Forces spokesman as the 
Katil wood in West Beirut. 


A Israeli military spokesman last 
night said that he had no official 
knowledge of an Israeli withdrawal 
from around the Lebanese parlia- 
ment building, reported by 
Lebanese state television yesterday 
as due to start today. He did not 
deny that this was possible, 
however, noting that not every 
movement is brought to the 
spokesman's attention. He al- 
tributed no particular importance to 


τ the report. 


Terrorists digging in and 
harassing IDF in Bekaa

JIB JANIN, — Terrorists deployed 
among Syrian Army lines in the 
Bekaa Valley have increased their 
activity over the past 10 days, firing 
at Israel Defence Forces units at all 
hours and trying to infihrate IDF 
lines at the villages of Amit, Man- 
soura, Jib Janin and Kamed al-Luz. 

The terrorist squads that in- 
filtrated the IDF lines were -driven 
off and pursued. Some terrorists 
were captured and others escaped, 
Israeli soldiers serving at Kamed al- 
Luz reported, : 

A senior. IDF officer said that if 
the cease-fire in Beirut continues, 
the terrorists and Syrians inevitably 
will try to transfer their main forces 
to the Bekaa Valley. Over the past 


two days terrorists along the eastern 
front have fired light arms, mortars 
and rocket-propelled grenades at 
IDF positions without causing 
casualties. 


From Kamed al-Luz, which 
overlooks the Bekaa Valley, ter- 
rorist and Syrian Army units could 
be seen digging in and reinforcing 
their defence line. 

In response to the terrorist fire, 
the IDF shelled sources of the fire 
at night, and returned mainly small- 
arms fire during the day. 


The IDF has launched an in- 
vestigation into the circumstances 
in which an army driver strayed 
with his water-tank truck across the 
Syrian lines near Bahamdoun last 
Friday and was captured. 


Police to charge ΕἸ Al demonstrators

Jews from entering the Ben-Gurion 
Airport terminal last Thursday. 


About a dozen ΕἸ Al workers who 
appeared in pictures the police took 
during last Thursday's incident were 
summoned yesterday for question- 
ing and fingerprinting. The police’ 
intend to charge them with illegal 
assembly and disturbing the peace, 
the commander of the airport 
police, Nitzav-Mishne Avraham 
Marcus, told The Jerusalem Post. 


The workers harassed the 
Orthodox Jews to demonstrate their 
Opposition to the government's 
decision to halt El Al flights on the 
Sabbath and religious holidays as of 
September 1. δε: 


Last Saturday the El ΑἹ workers 
drove to Jerusalem to demonstrate, 
but Central Division police chief 
Nitzav Gavriel Amir said he 
believed police had stopped those 
demonstrators before any violation 
of the law was committed. 

El Al staff members yesterday 
presented Mattityahu Shmulevitz, 
the director-general of the Prime 


Minister's Office,. with what they | 


said were signatures of 100,000 peo- 
ple opposing cessation of El Al 
fights on the Sabbath. 

Shmuelevitz reportedly told the 
ΕἸ Al representatives that it was dif- 
ficult to sympathize with their al- 
legation that Agudat Yisrael was 
guilty of religious coercion in seek- 
ing to halt the Sabbath flights while 
the workers were pocketing 225 per 
cent overtime pay for working on 
the Sabbath. He urged them to 
refrain from inflaming the situation 
by their actions.

One of the men arrested for the 
Argov attack is reported to be Abu 
Nidal’s cousin, and one of the 
weapons used has been matched 


with a weapon used in another at-- 


tack, on an Israeli target in Paris, 
which is said to have been the work 
of the organization. 

Little is known of al-Banna or the 
organization he heads. Said to be a 
well-educated Moslem in his early 
forties, he first came to notice as the 
Fatah representative in Sudan. 
From 1970 he was the organiza- 
tion’s representative in Iraq, where 
he gradually established close rela- 
tions with the Iraqi secret service 


and even became a member of the 
Iraqi Ba’ath Party. 

In 1973, for both ideological and 
the pragmatic reasons of his close 
connections in Baghdad, Abu Nidal 
began to act independently of the 
main-line PLO leadership under 
Yasser Arafat, based in Beirut. In 
September 1973. he masterminded 
an attack on the Saudi Arabian em- 
bassy in Paris, incurting Arafat's 


- wrath. Following the 1973 Yom Kip- 


pur War, with Arafat's early firtings 
with a diplomatic approach to the 
conflict with Israel and Iraq's en- 
dorsement of the’ Rejectionist 
Front, the antagonism between Abu 
Nidal and Arafat deepened. 

In 1974 he took over all the PLO 


and Fatah offices and bases in Iraq, 
and in July the Beirut-based PLO 


announced that it had no connec- 
tions with or responsibility for its 
fomer branch in Iraq. Lately, he has 
taken to identifying his organization 
as “Fatah — the Revolutionary 
Council.” 

At first Abu Nidal appeared to 
serve only the pecutiar and direct’ 
interests of his hosts — attacking 
Jordanian and particularly Syrian 
targets like the Semiramis Hotel in 
Damascus, the Intercontinental in 
Amman, and Syrian embassies in 
haly and Pakistan — all in the latter 
half of 1976. In December of that- 
year, the organization was said to be 
behind the assassination attempt on 
the Syrian foreign minister. 

Abu Nidal's hatred of the Syrians 
stemmed largely from that country’s

RIYADH (AP). — Palestinian ter- 
rorists “who were originally inhabi- 
tants of Lebanon” are not subject to 
the Beirut evacuation plan, PLO of- 
eg in Beirut are quoted as say- 
ing. 

The leading Saudi newspaper Al- 
Riyadh, in its early Tuesday edition, 
quotes the unidentified officials as 


saying the agreement also provides . 


for a PLO office in Beirut with 
diplomatic status and does not 
cover terrorists in such Lebanese 
regions as the Bekaa Valley and the 
northern city of Tripoli.

Electricity price rises

During the current fiscal year, the 
Energy Ministry and the Treasury 
are’ planning to raise the price of 
electricity beyond what is required 
to keep. up with increases in the 
price of fuel, in order to eliminate 
the 26 per cent government subsidy 
on electricity by the end of the year. 

‘This was reveated in the Knesset 
finance committee yesterday during 
the discussions on an immediate 15 
per cent price increase. x; 

A series of gradual price rises — 
between three and six per cent atin- 
tervals of about every six weeks — 
are planned, with the aim of selling 
electricity at its real cost and 
eliminating the Israel Electric Cor- 
poration's deficit. These measures 
do not include rises that may be 
necessitated by increases in the cost 
of fuel. The Energy Ministry has ¢5- 
timated that the IEC’s deficit will be 


| will eliminate subsidy 


about [56 billion by the end of this 
fiscal year if the increases are not 
adopted. 

During the coming year, 
however, the real cost of producing 
electricity is expected to drop when 
the first two units of the Hadera 
coal-fired. power ‘plant come into 
operation. The ministry asserts that 
the cumulative drop in the cost of 
electricity will have reached 32 per 
cent by 1985, when all four units are 
in operation. : 

The real cost of electricity today 
is 8.33 cents per kilowatt hour 
(kwh), while the cost to the con- 
sumer is 6.1 cents per kwh. In April, 
the cost to the consumer was 7.43 
cents per kwh, and by nest April the 
ministry hopes to adjust it to 8.06 
cents per kwh. (These figures are 
averages of the different prices of 
electricity set for industry, 
agriculture and home consump- 
tion.) 


Eeypt: No autonomy talks 
till Israel quits Lebanon 


CAIRO. — Egypt, insisting that the 
Palestinian autonomy negotiations 
will remain frozen until a complete 
Israeli withdrawal from Lebanon, 
yesterday demanded a “clear 
definition” of the concept of self- 
rule, contending that it should lead 
to Palestinian sélf-determination, 
The new Egyptian position in the 
suspended negotiations emerged in 
remarks by Foreign Minister Kamal 


Hassan Ali‘and his deputy, Butros : 


Ghali, state minister for foreign af- 
fairs, and a commentary by the 
state-controlled Middle East News 
Agency (MENA). 

Ghali affirmed what Egypt has 
said many times during the past two 
months. “The negotiations will re- 
main frozen until Israel withdraws 
completely from Lebanon,” he said.

Israel, Syria to clear path to parliament 


BEIRUT. — Israel and Syria have 
agreed to clear out of the area 
around the parliament building here 
to allow the Lebanese presidential 
election to proceed this week as 
planned, government officials and 
diplomatic sources said yesterday. 

Western diplomatic sources, who 


asked not to be identified, said U.S. . 


presidential envoy Philip Habib had 
worked out the plan during his talks 
with Israeli leaders Sunday. 

According to the plan, Israeli 
troops stationed east of the parlia- 
ment, called the Villa Mansour, 
would pull back and allow in 
Lebanese army units. 

The government officials said 
Parliament Speaker Kamel Assad, 
striving to ensure that the required 


quorum of 62 members will be 
reached for the elections on Thurs- 
day, had won a similar agreement 
from Syria. 

The officials, who also requested 
anonymity, said Syrian troops and 
Palestinian terrorist units serving 
with them would withdraw by 300 
metres and hand over their posi- 
tions to the Lebanese Army. 

Villa Mansour, lying between 
Israeli troops on one side and Syrian 
and Palestinian forces on the other, 
has been accessible only by foot. 

Foreign Ministry director-general 
David Kimche went to Beirut 
yesterday afternoon to see how 
orders concerning the pull back 
from the parliament building were 
being carried out.

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon has been avoiding an 
appearance before the Knesset 
Education and Culture Committee.

Namir said the appointment of 
Ron Ben-Yishai. Israel Television's 
military reporter. as Galei Zahal 
commander with the rank of Alut 
Mishne (colonel) will turn the sta- 
lion into Sharon's and Eitan’s per- 
sonal mouthpiece. 

Sources in Galei Zahal, which for 
the past 15 years has been mn by a 
civilian, called the appointment of a 
military officer to head the station 
“funny” and “illogical.” 

“A station director should work 
and think like a journalist and make 
professional journalistic decisions,” 
one source said. “A journalist 
committed to the Journalists As- 
sociation’s ethics and regulations 
and is subjected to the Broadcasting 
Law. Anarmy officer will be free of 
these considerations — he will have 
to answer only to his military com- 
manders.”

East Berlin's military intelligence 
agency systematically scours Jobs 
Wanted columns in West German 
newspupers and invites promising 
candidates for interviews in East 
Berlin, the ministry said in a state- 
ment. 

It udded that the recent frequent 
use of the method is “a sign thet the 
East German intelligence services 
believe such methods bear more 
fruit in the current job situation, ap- 
parently in the hope that wariness af 
such offers falls under the pressure 
of unemployment.” 

East Germanys most popular 
targels are former or current 
soldiers. people with experience of 
armaments or electronics. and 
marketing or sales specialists with 
easy access to industry. the ministry 
said. 

Most offers are of vaguely- 
defined positions with usually non- 
existent firms or decoy research 
organisations.

Mountains of the Moon tribe 
quits fight for independence 


KASESE. Uganda (UPI. — The 
rebellion in the Mountains of the 
Moon is over, 

King Charles Welsely Irema 
Ngoma. commander in chief of the 
armed forces, defence ‘minister, 
general of the army and prime 
minister of the United Kingdom of 
Rwenzururu. surrendered on Sun- 
day to Ugandan authorities. ending 
one of Africa's most obscure, bizar- 
re and longest independence strug- 
gles. 

For 1 years King Ngoma and his 
Rwenzururu uibesmen fought for 
the sovereignty of the Mountains of 
the Moon that form Uganda's 
western border with Zaire. 

On Sunday in the dusty town of 
Kasese, the war officially ended. 

King Ngoma descended from the 
mountains with his ragged barefoot 


warriors, including some women, 
and surrendered to Uganda govern- 
ment officials, vowing to recognize 
the country’s 15-year-old constitu- 
tion and dismantling the last 
kingdom in Uganda. 

The king's soldiers, dressed in 
sright tribal costumes and armed 
with mostly pre-World War One ri- 
fles stood in semi-rigid formation as 
the peace treaty was signed at the 
foot of the mountains. 

For King Ngoma, 30, it was the 
first time he had seen most of his 
subjects. members of the 300,000 
strong Bakonjo tribe, who live his 
subjects, members of the 300,000 
strong Bakonjo tribe, who live not 
in the Mountains of the Moon but 
in the villages below. 

King Ngama has spent most of his 
life organizing raids against military 
patrols from his almost 
{mpenetrable hideout in the 
cratered mountains. 

Under the surrender agreement, 
King Ngoma and his “cabinet” were 
given provincial administrative 
posts in western Uganda and the 
Ugandan army agreed to absorb 
some of the king's 300-man army. 

The king and his two wives have 
decided to settle in Kasese at the 
foot of the Mountains of the Moon.

About five gunmen armed with 
Soviet-made AK 47 rifles robbed the 
beerhall before opening fire in- 
discriminately on the crowd, police 
said. 

At least 45 persons have been kil- 
led since March in a wave of ban- 
ditry sweeping southern parts of the 
country. 

The Nyamadhiovu area, 80 
kilometres west of the southern city 
of Bulawayo. has been the scene of 
the hunt for six kidnapped 
American, British and Australian 
tourists being held hostage by 
armed anti-government rebels 
demanding the release of political 
detainees loyal to former cabinet 
minister Joshua Nkomo.

Thus. when Kibbutz Migdal Oz. a 
religious settlement in the Etzion 
Bloc, suffered damage to its citrus 
Broves due to thefts, the Kibbutz 
sought — and received — rab- 
binical permission to allow the Fri- 
day night watchman, an Orthodox 
Jew, to make his rounds along the 
extensive kibbutz border in a 
Sabbath-approved jeep. 

This type of jeep, originally 
designed solely for emergency 
security use, is equipped with a con- 
trol box that cuts out such non-vital 
functions as brake lights, horn and 
directional signals on the Sabbath. 
Other refinements in the “Sabbath 
jeep” are automatically pre-timed 
ignition and shut-off of the engine, 
and fixed accelerator pressure at 
the carburettor — two more refine- 
ments aimed at making operation of 
the vehicle more kosher on the Sab- 
bath. 


AS MIGHT BE expected, not 
everyone at Zomet can accept with 
a free conscience the use of amotor 
vehicle for non-emergency pur- 
Poses, especially when the religious 
parties constantly push for stricter 
Sabbath observance, as in the case 
of the coalition agreement to 
ground Εἰ Al on Saturdays and 
Jewish holy days. 

Rosenfeld, who enthusiastically 
favours grounding El Al, says “The 
Jewish Sabbath has 8 price, and the 
Jewish state, which owns El Al, 
must be prepared to pay that price.” 

He was asked why the makeshift 
“Sabbath jeep” is acceptable when, 
for a price, teams of highly reliable 
non-Jewish security guards, such as 
Druse, could be hired for Friday 
night and Saturday work. 

“Here, ideology enters the pic- 
ture,” Rosenfeld replied. “Most 
religious Zionists are of the opinion 
that despite the secular majority, 
Israej is really a Jewish state from 
the halachic perspective. As such, 
no task whatsoever should be clas- 
‘sified as dischargeable by means of 
a Shabbes goy, a Gentile willing to 
do the chore for you.” 

But Zomet’s Menahem Schein- 
top, an engineer who designed some 
of the Sabbath devices, disagreed. 
He told The Jerusalem Posr: “Per- 
sonally, I believe employing a non- 
Jew is the best solution to a Sabbath

When he decided to concentrate 
on his diplomatic career he aban- 
doned singing and started writing 
about music instead. His book on 
the Brazilian Art Song is now in its 
fourth edition, and a revised version 
of his Pocket Dictionary of Music 
will be released soon. He utilized his 
tour of duty in Israel to compile 
“An History of Brazilian Classical 
Music™ which came out in 1981, 
and has met with considerable suc- 
cess, (It was “Book of the Month” 
choice in April in Sao Paolo). 

The ambassador spoke of an ac- 
tive Brazil-Israel cultural 
relationship. with many films and 
exhibitions of Brazilian art.

Sidestepping a question concern- 
ing the strong pro-Arab lobby in his 
country’s Foreign Ministry, the am- 
bassador thought Israelis should ap- 
preciate that there are three million 
Brazifans of Arabic origin, many of 
them with Lebanese Christian 
background. They include the 
Governor of Sao Paulo, and the 
Brazilian Justice Minister, Ibn 
Akel. However he stressed that 
despite the considerable business 
interests of Brazil in Arab countries, 
they have never allowed the PLO to 
open an office in Brazil, maintain- 
ing that they do not recognise 
organizations, only states.

On life insurance for spouses 
Zim women workers win equality

HAIFA. — Nearly 40 years after its 
foundation the Zim shipping com- 
pany has now caught up with 
equality of the sexes, in life and 
death. 

From August |, the 40 women on 
the 1,500-strong Zim office staff will 
be able to take out group-risk life 
insurance for their non-Zim hus- 
bands, as part of the staffs mutual 
assurance (Tagmulin) scheme. Male 
employees have been covered for 
the death of their wives’ under the 
scheme for many years. 

The inequality came to light this 
year, when three women staffers 


jlost_ their husbands and suffered 
financial hardship as a result. 

They then leamed that whereas 
all employees were covered by their 
group fisk insurance in the amount 
of 1$300.000 in case of their own 
death, only the male employees 
were covered in case of death of 
their spouse, for half the sum. The 
women were thus left high and dry. 
a glaring inequality in their eyes, es- 
pecially as the Histadrut, which 
fights for equality. has a 10 per cent 
share in Zim, There are also women 
members on the staff committee. 

A group of women employees 
Started agitation to redress the 
situation, and the matter was settled

come out with a new micro CAD- 
CAM (computerized aided design/ 
computerized aided manufactured) 
system that will revolutionize the 
machine tool industry, Razi Rom, 
president of the company, toxl The 
Jerusalem Past yesterday. 


Rom said that this new system. 
developed in Israel, will lower 
programming time by 80 per cent 
and that the price will be con- 
siderably lower (about $60,000 per un- 
it). The first unit will be on the 
market next May. 

Emanuel Shaked, vice-president 


in charge of marketing, said that his 
company will also be working on in- 
dustrial robotics and artificial intel- 
ligence and will also act as sub- 
contractor for computerized 
systems both in Israel and abroad. 
Shaked said that there is place for 
a company like his in the world 
market. “Even if we manage to bite 
only a very smail percemage of the 
world market, we will be doing 
quite good. Since we have a highly 
sophisticated product that will save 
the customer manpower, money, 
and energy, I am confident that we 
will make our niche in the market.” 
Cycon was founded in December 
1980. In July 1981 it had five 
workers, today it kas 34, and by next 
summer it expects to employ 76.

A SUBURBAN London 

aaa claimed recently to

from the Thames with rod and line 
for the first time in nearly [50 years.

Shepperton Weir, southwest of the 
capital and just a few miles up- 
stream from Hampton Court, where 
officials of the Thames Water 
Authority landed more than two 
dozen salmon last month using 
electro-stunning equipment.

If it 
proves true, he stands to win £250, 
The prize was offered by the TWA 
to publicize a £20,000 experiment 
begun three years ago to seed the 
Thames with salmon.

A month after Geroge Shultz took office as U.S. secretary of 


state, STUART E. EIZENSTAT reflects on what the change may Ὁ 


mean for Israel. 


THE CHANGEOVER from Alex- 
ander Haig to Geroge Shultz in the 
U.S. State Department was more 
than a mere reshuffling of the deck. 
It signifies 5 significant change in 
the Reagan administration's Middle 
Eastern policy. 

In Alexander Haig's departure 
the secretary of state mast favourably 
disposed towards Israel since its in- 
ception was lost. Virtually every 
person who filled that office since 
Israel's creation has reflected the 
State Department's basic policy of 
“evenhandedness” in dealing with 
Israel and the Arab states, reflecting 
the department's perception of the 
strategic, political, and economic 
importance of the Arabs. 

Alexander Haig, during his brief 
tenure as secretary of state, broke 
sharply with this traditional State 
Department position. 

Haig believed that Israel was a 
reliable ally, consistently pro- 
Western in orientation. and a 
democracy whose pledge could be 
depended upon. He viewed Israel as 
an asset to the United States and as 
a vital part of the strategic alliance 
which he hoped to forge with 
moderate Arab nations, to restrain 
Soviet penetration in the Middle 
East. This strategic alliance seemed 
to take precedence in Haig’s mind 
over a solution of the Palestinian’ 
problem. 

On every major issue during his 
time in office he was consistently 
the strongest voice in the Reagan 
Administration in favour of Israel, 
often pitted against Secretary of 
Defence Weinberger who counselled 
President Reagan to take a much 
stronger line against Israel on some 
occasions. 


Whether it was the Israeli raid 
against the Iraqi nuclear plant, the 
earlier bombings in Beirut in 
fesponse to terrorist activities, the 
decision to sell AWAC planes to the 
Saudi Arabians, or Israel's invasion 
of Lebanon, Haig counseled 
moderation in any public state- 
ments against Israel. He opposed 
any attempt at private pressure 
against the Jewish State and in 
general supported Israel's position. 

He was unsympathetic to the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 
viewing terrorism as an evil in the 
world, to which he pledged his ef- 
forts to eliminate. 

The new secretary of state, 
George Shultz, is a man I know per- 
sonally to be of extraordinary ability 
and exceptional integrity. He is fair- 
minded, patient, and firm. But his 
perception of the solution to the 
Middie Eastern problems comes 
much closer to that held by ieading 
foreign policy-makers in the Carter 
Administration, including former 
secretary of state Cyrus Vance, 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, President Carter 
himself, and by the State Depart- 
ment where the ‘Palestinian 
problem” is viewed as the decisive 
keystone to peace in the Middle 
East. 

Under this view, only if Palesti- 
nian restiveness is quieted can ten- 
sions in the area be eased and can 
the issues on which the Soviet 
Union plays to increase its influence 
in the Middle East be eliminated. 

Those holding this view, whom I 
firmly believe include the new 
secretary of state, can in no way be 
described as anti-Israel; they simply 
hold α different view and one more 


Warped parallels

ALTHOUGH WE have often been 
told that “Those who fail to learn 
from history are condemned to 
repeat it,” we are not told what hap- 
pens to those who learn the wrong 
lessons from history. 

In his summing up speech to the 
special Knesset session on August 
12, Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin sharply attacked the French 
government for its stubborn sup- 
port of the PLO. He had been trying 
to figure out, so he told the Knesset, 
why the leaders of France, in- 
cluding Israel’s friend, Francois 
Mitterrand, showed such solicitude 
for the PLO. 

Then, he said. the truth was sud- 
denly revealed to him: PLO stands 
for Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion: and France’s enemy in Algeria 
was called FLN, which stood for 
Front Liberation Nationale. 

In the 1950's, the French people, 
with its powerful army. had been 
unable to defeat the Algerian 
Liberation Front: yet today Israel, 
only three million strong, is suc- 
ceeding in smashing its PLO enemy. 
Thus Israel, a small nation, was suc- 
ceeding where France. the great 
power. had failed. Ergo, France was 
Jealous of Israel’s success, and this 
Jealousy expressed itself in support 
for the PLO. 


lt is unsettling to think that the 
man on whose judgement the fate of 
the nation depends could so 
thoroughly misunderstand both the 
meaning of de Gaulle’s decision to 
stop the Algerian war, and the 
motives behind the policy of a 
friendly state. 


The whole point of France's “sur- 
render” to the FLN was that the 
French President recognized the 
futility of the attempt to perpetuate 
his country’s colonial rufe in North 
Africa. He decided to act on that 
recognition by granting in- 
dependence to the Algerian people. 
despite the fact that the territory 
had been formally annexed by 
France, in spite of the fierce inter- 
nal opposition to his move, the loss 


of prestige, and the human and 
material cost to France. 

In that same speech, still making 
his reckoning with the French, 
Begin drew yet another of his 
warped parallels. The Paris govern- 
ment had characterized Israel's of- 
fer to help French Jews arm 
themselves as interference in 
France’s domestic affairs, and 
Begin proclaimed that Israel would 
not accept such an argument. Once 
before, the world had stood by for 
six years while the treatment of 
Jews was declared to be a domestic 
Problem, he intoned. 

The reference to Germany after 
Hitler's rise to power was obvious; 
but it takes either uncommon ob- 
tuseness or colossal gall to compare 
the status of Germany's Jews under 
Hitler, where they were stripped of 
citizenship and civil rights by the 
Nuremberg Laws and persecuted by 
the regime, with that of the com- 
munity in Mitterand’s France, 
where they enjoy complete ilps 
and the government is pledged to 
protect them. Once again, one 
hopes that Begin knew better but 
simply could not resist a cheap 
argument. 

As for the substance of his posi- 
tion, the safety of its citizens, of 
whatever origin, is in fact France's 
domestic problem. The French 
Jewish leadership is at one with its 
government in this respect, and 
politely rejected Israel's uncalled 
for offer almost immediately. If the 
Israel government indeed purports 
to assume responsibility for the 
safety of Jews who are not its 
citizens in countries throughout the 
world, then it will soon find itself in 
a deep diplomatic morass. Rather 
than strengthening the position of 
these Jewish communities, it will 
find itself in conflict situations with 
them and with their governments.

With Secretary of State Shultz 
now firmly in place, with President 
Reagan's long-time friend and ad- 
viser William Clark as the White 
House’s national security adviser, 
and with Caspar Weinberger 
heading the defence department, 
the internal battles over the Middle 
East which raged in the first eigh- 
teen months of the Reagan Ad- 


ministration are likely to diminish - 


considerably with no strong internal 
advocate for the Israeli point of 
view there to state the case.
